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¢YUNIUS' IDENTIFIED,

B0 many important qunestions constantly
arise the solution of which depends on the
identification of handwriting, that anything
throwing fresh light on the subjeot has posi-
tive value. The fitle to property is often at
irsue on such poiats, and the identification
of literary remains frequently depends upon
a scientific analysis of which very few are
capable. There are, to be sure, a great many
persons employed in banks or in lithography
who are commonly styled ‘‘oxperts.” and
who ara popularly esteemed trustworthy
authority in ohirographic matters. Dut the
degree in which their opinions ean be de.
pended upon is nsually overrated. Mr.
Twistleton, whe has given deeper attention
to the matter than any liternry man who
over wrote upon it, says that the mumber
of real “‘experts’ in Londen dnring the last
fifty years bas been very few; and that
—limiting the application of the term
to persons whose skill is recognized and de-
ferred toin the highest courts of justice—
there are now only two ‘‘experts” im that
city, namely, Mr. Chabot and Mr, Nether-
clift. The former gentleman, at the in-
stance of Mr. Twistieton, lalely made an
olaborate investigation of the handwriting of
the famous ‘*“Jonius,” with the result, for-
mally assented to in a long and thonghtful
article in the April Quarterly Review, of
establishing the identity of “‘Jumius” with
Sir Philip Francis. Some of the steps of
the demonstration are so ounrious as to make
it desirable to recite them, The letters of
“Junins" began in the Public Advertiser, Ja-
nuary 21, 1769, They have been ascribed, with
more or less plansibility, to no fewer than
fifteen persons; but the bulk of intelligent
opinion has always inclined to Francis. Still,
this has only remained highly-probable sur-
mise. Positive proof kas been lacking, And
it has seemed that the occlebrated boast of
“Juninsg”"—that he was the sole depository of
his own secret, and that it ghould perish with
him-—was destined to be literally verified. A
congpicuons link in the chain of proof that,
in the judgment of Mr. 'T'wistleton and the
Quarterly Review, explodes this anticipation,
we will briefly set forth.

Just one hundred years ago, that is to say,
in 1770, or 1771, Sir Philip, then Mr. Francis,
was on a visit to his father at Bath. At the
Assembly Rooms in that then highly fashion-
able city he danced on more than one even-
ing with a Miss Gilds, a brilliant young lady,
whose father was afterward CGovernor of the
Bank of England. It was the caustom at balls
at that time for a lady to keep the same
partner for the whole evening: and so it fell
out with this pair. Subsequently Miss (iiles re-
ceived an smnonymous note, inclosing some
complimentary verses. The note wasin one
handwriting, the verses in another. Both
gtill exist, and have been in the hands
of Mr. Twistlston, Mr. Chabot, and Mr.
Netherclift. Now it is declared by all
three to be absolutely certain that the
Anenymous Note is in the handwriting of
“Junins,” This being so, and as Francis had
evidently sent it, it was at first taken for

ted that the Anonymous Verses were in
the patural handwriting of Francis, The
moat singular and interesting part of the
story folows. Mr, Ohabot, after deep study,
came te the oconviction, wnot only that
Francis ceunld not have written the verses,
but that the two—the verses and the note—
could not possibly have been written by the
game hand. This conclusion was opposed to
the views of Mr. Chabot's employer; and,
as the Quarterly says, the case which the ex-
ert had been called in te support sesmed to
ave broken dowm in consequence of his
ovidence. The intrinsic valne of that evi-
dence, and certainly the independence with
which it was given, may therefore in some
measure be inferred. Mr. Twistleton as-
sented to the professional opinion—we may
suppose with some reluctance. Vet it led
him to a fortunate trail. The gnestion was,—
If Francis did not write the verses, who did?
A life of Francis had just been published, and
mention was found in it that his cousin and
familiar associate, Mr. Richard Tilghman, was
with him in Bath at the time the note was sent
to Miss Giles. It struck Mr. Twistleton that
Francis might have got his cousin to act ns
an amanuensis,. Now, in the Letter Book of
Francis there sre, bappily, six letters ad-
dressed to Francis by Tilghman. These, with
the verses, were now subwmitted to Mr,
Chabot; and he soon gave in his unhesitating
conviction that the verses were in Tilghman's
handwriting. This is pointed ont to bs quite
charaoteristic of Francis, He would never
put his own natural bandwriting side by side
with thatof **Junius.” Addressing Miss Giles
in a disgnised hand, be naturally adopted the
style which he had been so freely using; and
as paturally got his cousin, whe probably
rever saw the note, to copy the verses, 'I'his
hypothesis is farther sustained by the fact
that Tilghman, who was a native of Philadal.
phia, and wrote from thut city, refera to the
verses in one of his letters, and, indeed,
quotes a couplet from them.

This interesting ciroumstances is but one
of a number of remarkable corroborations,
arrived at with vast labor snd research, that
are held to establish bLeyond all doubt the
identity of “*Junius” with Sir Philip Francis,
The Quarterly congratulates Mr, Twistleton
on having produced a book which *‘settles
once for all the long-disputed controversy re-
specting theanthorskip of the Junian letters,"
and which is, moreover, ‘‘the only work
which has yeot appeared in the Foglish lan-
guage conveying syetematic jinstruction on
the comparison of handwritings,"

Every imaginable adverse (heory is sue-
cessively taken up and disposed of, and ecer-
tainly the demonstration, even as conveyed
in the comdensed statements of the Quarterly,
appears to be complete. It hardly needs to be

inted out thﬂt the result of this laborious
investigation, interesting and important as it
is, does not constitute the sole value of the
report of it. The successive steps of the
inquiry, and the proofs whersby each posi.
tion has been fortified, will be of immense
service henceforth to the antiquary and the
lawyer. Like many other patient and inde-
fatigable scientific processes, which, to the
superficial eye, have only abstract or specula-
tive signifioance, this inquiry will furnish
valuable material for innumerable practieal
purposes in the future.

GENERAL GRANTS KU.ELUX PRO-
CLAMATION.

This insclent, ebtrusive manifeste shows
that Kaizer Ulysses is so puffed up with a
sense of his despotic authorily that he can-
not await an oceaslon for its exercise. He
brandishes it in the face of the country, as
an Indian chiel sefting oot in quest of vie-

everywhere te the extent of the powers vested
in the Executive." Why should he thus
bully and threaten the whole country without
the mlightest prelext or provooalion?
General Grant declares that he “will
not hesitate to exhaust ths power
thus vested in the Execntive.” Which
means that he will go just as far as the Ka-
klux bill will let him, stretohing and strain.
ing the law to the ntmost limit. And what
is the authority which this upstart tyrant
threatens to “‘exfiaust’” 1t is suthority to
shut up the courts of justice, supersede the
laws, make war upon citizens, suspend the
babeas corpns, proclaiu martial law, and put
every man's life and liberty at the mercy of
his arbitrary will. These are the powers
whick this modest President olaims that he
possesses *‘in all parts of the United States,”
and which he threatens to ‘‘exhaust’if he
onn find oconsion. He is not content to let
the sword rest in its scabbard unmtil a neces-
ity arises for its use; he mnkes haste to draw
and flourish it in the eyes of unoffending
citizens in sheer insolence and menace.

He is perhaps incensed by General Sher-
man's emphatic statement, in his spesch at
New Orleans the other day, that the Ku-klux
bill is needless and foolish. But whether the
proclamation is a mere connterblast to Gene-
ral Sherman, or is an unprovoked and self-
prompted mennce, it is such a document as
none of General Grant's predecessors would
have given to the public.

No President who respected republican in-
stitntions could show such alacrity in threat-
ening the whole country that he meant to
“*exbaust” the temporary power to suspend
the fabeas corpus if he could get an oppor-
tunity, The fact that Congress trusts him
with this power only till the end of its next
gession, is a confession that the power is ex-
traordinary and unsafe; that it is fit to be
exercised only in a great emergenoy;
that it is like the reserve of an
army which ia kept back and pever ordered
to tnke part in an engagement till the troops
in {ront begin to waver, Dut General Grant,
instoad of regarding these extraordinary
powers as a reserve, to be used only as a last
resource, throsts them forward while as yet
no cnemy has appeared. Instead of using
them as a final resort to supplement and sup-
pert the ordinary execution of the laws, he
makes indecent haste to parade them when
a8 yot he can point to mno fact since the
prssage of the Ku-klnx bill which reqnires
him to set in motion even the ordinary
judicial machinery, The bill is bad enough
at best, but General Grant attempts to exe-
cute it wrong end foremost. 'The proper
order of proceeding is, first, to wait till a
ocase arises under the law; then to instruct the
District Attorney of the looality to prosecute
the offenders in the appropriate court;
thirdly, to see that the Marshal executes the
sentence of the court if the parties are found
guilty; and finally, if the Marshal is resisted
by a combination too powerful for him and
his posse to withstand, to make the procla-
mation required by law and snpport the Mar-
shal by troops. DBut General Grant reverses
this legal order of procedure, He ig so im-
patient to exersise arbitrary power that he
issues a proclamation before any offense is
sommitted of which the Government can
teke cognizance under the new law. As
the Constitution prohibits ex post facte
laws, the Ku-klux bill cannet apply to acts
committed previous te its passage; and since
its pussage nothing hins been done even to
justify a warrant of arrest or an indictment
by n grand jury, The proclamation is an im-
pertinence, becnuse it has no faets te go upon;
and instead of applying to any State or dis-
trict in rebellion it is brandished as a threat
in the face of the whole people of the United
States. To threaten the peaceful citizens of
thirty-seven States, guilty of no crime, with
martial law and a sospension of that sacred
guarantee of personal liberty, the writ of
fiabeas eorpus, is a gratuitons and wanton
insult which a loyal, law-abiding President
wonld never offer. It may sometimes be
necessary in desperate cases to adwminister
nanseons medicines; but that is no reason
why a physician should hold assafetida under
the nose of every well man he meets, All
that the Ku-klux bill says about proclama-
tions is in its fourth section, which we here
copy:—

*l-.-.m.-l.lon 4..That whenever in any State, or part of
A Siate, the unlawful combinatiens named |n the
preceding section of this act shall be organized and
armped, and so npumerous and powerful as to be able,
by viclence, to either overtirow or sat at defiance
the constitutoed spthorities of snch State, and of the
United States within such State, or when the consti-
tuted authoritles are in cemplicity with, or shall
connive at, the unlawfal purposes of such powerful
aud armed combinations ; and whenever, Ly reason
of either or all of the causes aforesald, the comvic-
tien of such ofenders and the preservation of the
public safety shall beceme in such distrioct (mprac.
tioable, (0 every such oase sach combinations shall
he deemed a rebejlion agalust the Government of
the Unitod States, and durlog the continuance of
such rebelllon, and within the lmis of the distriot
whioh shall we so nnder the sway thereof, such
limits to be prescribed by prosiamation, (& ghall be
lawful for the Prexident of the United States, when
in his jodgment the public sarety shall requira it, to
suspend the privilege of the writ of habsas corpus,
Lo the end that such rebellion may be overthrown:
FProvidaed, that all the provisions of the second sec.
tlon of an act entitled “An act relating to habeas
corpus, and regulating judiclal proceedings in cer-
taln cases,” approved March 3, 1568, which rolate to
the discharge of prisoners other thau prisouners of
Wwar, and to the penalty for refusing to obey the
order of the court, shall be in full force 8o far a8 the
EAIne ure applicalle to the provisions of this sec
tion: Provided, further,that the Presipent shall firet
bave made proclumation, a8 now provided by law,
cenimanding such lnsorgents to digperse: And pro-
vided, alge, that the provisions of this section shall

not be in force after the end of the next regular
gesilon of Congress,”

Now, be it observed, that the timing of a
proclamation by the President, the area or
district to which it must relate, and the gene-
ral tenor of its substance, are all defined by
law, and that General Grant's proclamation
conforms to none of the requirements aither
of time, plece, or matter. The time pre-
scribed for the issuance of & proclamation is
after the erdinary machinery of justice has
failed; the area included in ths proclamstion
must be limited to some State or portion of a
Btate; the prescribed malter and substance of
the proolamatien is firat to define the bounda-
ries of the district within which the laws are
successfully resisted, and secondly to warn
the illegal combinations to disperse within a
given time. But General Grant's proclama-
tion is in advance of any resistance to judicial
progess; it relates to the whole country, and
Lot to any particular insurgent district; and
it does not warn the Rebels to disperse, be-
enuse pone have assembled. General Grant,
without gny oocasion or exouse, insolently
eracks hix military whip over the heads of the
pencsful Psoplo of thirty-seven Btates,

Romish univeraities, and was avan proscribed
by Pepe Pius the Bixth, the order to which
Bellarmine belonged, the Jesnits, has neaver
relinquished the hope and the purpose of
declaring it again; and when its ascendancy
in the Church was seoured it called the (Fou-
menioal Council and preolaimed the Papal
infallibility.

The essential nbsurdity of the declaration in
view of the history of the Church is shown,
indeed, in this, that if the Popeas Pops be
infallible, he has always been so, as the infal-
libility does mot begin with Pius the Ninth.
But #f he has alwnys been so, the Church
must bave believed it and tanght it. Yet, as
Archbishop Purcell said in the Counoil,
“Every one knows that the Ceuncil of Liyons,
after the Council of Florence, examined the
question of the Pope’s infallibility, but they
did not see their way through; they could not
find sufficient évidence in Scripture or tradi-
tion to define Lthe personal, indepemdent,
peparate, abselute infallibility of the Iops;
therefore they laid the guestion aside.” And
in 1788 the great Romish universities of the
Sorbonne, Louvain, Douay, Aleala, and Sala-
manca expressly declared that it was mo mat-
ter of faith to believe the Pope infallible.
But the Jesnits earried their point, It might
be absurd, but it was logical, and it was de-
sirable, Moreover, when it was promulgated,
ebsurdity wonld be no impeachment of it, for
a t1ue ecolesiastical faith ausorbs the incredi-
ble. The Papal infallibility was proclaimed,
and the Roman Pontiff was restored to the
nesition whioh Dellarmine had claimed forhim,

§liut the position of the Homan Church is |

extraordinary, Within the year in which the
civil power of the Pope was declared he was
removed from that power by members of his
own communion. In his own politiesl capi-
tal—in Rome itself—the Government, com-
posed of his fellow-churchmen, propose the
separation of Church and State. In Austria
the Government, also of his own Church,
hog forbidden the priesls to meddle
with the schoels, and it rebuked the
Pope when he protested. 'The greatest
theologian snd divine of the Church, Dr,
Dollinger, and its greatest orator, Father

Hyacinthe, have each protested against the |

decree of infallibility, The King of Bavaria,
n Roman Catholio, has signified his sympathy
with Dr. Dollinger; snd Baron von Stauffen-
berg, a delegate from Bavaria in the German
Parlinment, also a Roman Cathelic, states
tbhat the Bavarian Constitutien distinguishes
between purely religions and purely secular
concerns, and says that before long the ques-
tion may be asked which is the true Catholic
Church ?

But the most striking fact of all is that,
while the most vigorous protest against the
action of the Vatiean Counoil, virtually
claiming for the Pope the civil allegiance of
overy member of his Churoh in the world,
preceeds from Roman Catholies in the En-
ropean mongarchies, the most unanimous and
servile aequiescence in it is found among the
Romanists of the American republic. This
acquiencence is so complete that they have,
with one exception in the priesthood, and he
was peremptorily silenced, bitterly denonnced
the peaceful revolution in Home which has
placed the Government in the hands
of the Romans. Aud still more gig-
nificant and important is the
fuctk that the political party in this
conntry whiek claims by ils name, Demo-
cratio, to be peculiarly the party of the peo-
ples, allies itself with this Roman Catholic
eclement, and it is beoaunse of this alliance
that Father Hecker and the priests whom Mr,
Parton mentions cherish the warmest hopes
of the supremacy of their Church in this
country—a supremacy which weuld neces-
sarily be the everthrow of free popular gov-
ernment. In 1800 the Roman Catholics were
about one-seventeenth of the whole popula-
tion. In 1878 they were one-sixth, In 1900
they hope to be one-third,

This population is mainly of foreign birth,
or of one or two removes. It has necessarily
no strong American feeling. It is, with signal
and admirable exceptions, an ignerant and
superstitious population. Itis compact and
obedient to ecclesiastical lenders, Those lead-
ers truly say with Byron, although in another
sense, ‘‘0 Rome, my country!" They live for
one object—ihe supremacy of their Church.
Theyunderstand the methods of acquiringand
maintaining it. Their purpose is relentless;
their vigilance unsleeping. A political party,
therefore, which, like the Demooratio, has sus-
tained itself npon ignorance, class hatred, and
prejudice, ateadily disregarding the moral law
and the Awmerican doctrine of liberty, finds
this rapidly increasing multitude exactly
sunited to its purpeses. It has, as a class, no
Awerican instinets, little intelligence, and all
the passions of ignorance; and by pandering
te its desires the party can secure its vote.
Hitherto the political policy of this Church in
this country has been the assault upon the
public school system, Wherever that has been
made, it has been made by the Democratic
party, and, as the consideration of that and
other favore, that parly has had the Iioman
Catholic vote,

This is a fact too conspicuons and sigaif
cant to be disregarded. The success of the
Demoorstic party wonld be that of the Roman
Catholic policy in this country; for the party
conld not safely alienate the Homan vote,
while it could be retained only by the strictest
obedience to ecclesiastical dictation. Bo true
is this that there can be no question if the
Roman interest demanded that, pending the
overthrow of the school system in this State
by Democratic aid, the schools in this oity,
now under Demooratic eontrol, should be sup-
plied with histories satisfactory to that inte-
rest, they wonld be furnished. The depend-
ence of I{IB Democratio party at this moment
is upon the Ku-klux feeling both in the North-
ern and Southern Btates, and the Roman
Oatholio vote. Let every Awmerican citizen
consider what that implies,

The appasently desparate condition of that
party among the IHoman Catholios ef the
world who adhers to the temporal power of
the Pope, netwithstanding it has been over-
thrown by the resistless foree of events—
and we lament to say that this parly com-
prises everywhere an iminense majority of
the Roman Catholics—is well illustrated by
the appeal whioh the primoipal Oatholios of
Belgium have lately addressed to M. Thiers,
They ask him to interfere for the restoration
of the temporsl power. As this conld only
be aceomplished by sending powerful armies
into Italy, amd s M. Thiers hns not troops
enough to gecure for him an entrance into
the capital of his own coununtry, Lhis
petition of the DBelgian Catholics s
almost mournful in its absardity. It is not
impossible that if Thiers were strong
enongh in France he might once more repeat
the traditional fanlt which has #0 long been
practizged by the rulers of that country. They
have always attended to other peoplea's busi-
ness, aud weakened France by expending her
strength in the regulation of foreign nations;
and there are good remsons to beliave that
Thiers would be willing to repeat the folly.
But circummstances put it entirely out of his
power; and in all huaman probability [taly will
be o consolidated and so assured in the pos-
sesgion of Rome by the time France is onee
more free to act, that it will be impossible to
regain for th8 Papsey the territorial posses-
sions and political power of which it has now
been deprived.
